PUBLIC COMMENT

Mary Nugent of 2604 Oberon Avenue asked the Governing Body if they had heard anything more on the
Seaview secession from Egg Harbor Township. Ms. Nugent asked if anything was heard about paying for
student education based on ratables, not per student. Solicitor Agnellini noted that he had not heard
anything on those issues. Ms. Nugent asked if the borough needed a new well. She discussed the new
rain sensor certification requirement. There was further discussion on the rain sensor issue. Ms. Nugent
expressed her opposition regarding potential sale of public property.

Peter Isen of 13" Avenue and the beach noted that he recently went on the beach and that the area
between 15 and the Point has eroded leaving a three-foot drop that is dangerous for children.
